King Hussein, in his recent travels to the Far East and 
now on his trip to North America, has been getting one 
message across to his audiences: Israel can have peace or it 
can hold on to occupied Arab territories, but it cannot have 
both peace and land. In his talks with official leaders, business 
people or student and press groups, King Hussein has repeat¬ 
edly pointed out to his hosts that there is a general willingness 
in the Arab World today to work out a modus vivendi in the 
Middle East that incorporates national political guarantees 
for the Jewish citizens’-of Israel. 

It is interesting to note that while this has been the 
primary message that King Hussein has tried to get across, 
most of the questions he has fielded have been about the 
situation, in Lebanon and the possibility of Syrian interven¬ 
tion there. 

This clearly illustrates one of the difficulties in the way 
of working out a peace settlement in the Middle East: an 
inability to converge on the essentials of peace, let alone to 
agree on the mechanics of or the route to peace. 

Two overwhelming factors have emerged in the Middle 
East peace equation during the past decade: the political 
prominence of the Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO) and 
its recognised right to jurisdiction over liberated areas of 
Palestine in its role as the sole legitimate representative of 
the Palestinian people; and the declaration by the Arab states 
that they are willing to recognise the reality of an Israel that 
recognises the national rights of the Palestinian people. The 
only thing missing here to round the circle is a sign from 
Israel that it, in fact, is ready to recognise the political and 
national reality of the Palestinians. 

These are, of course, concepts and intangibles that we 
ane talking about when we say the “national rights” of the 
Palestinians. It is precisely the concrete details and physical 
manifestations of these concepts that will eventually have to 
be hammered out when Palestinian-Israeli negotiations take 
place — which they must someday as the only viable, logical 
and humane alternative to continued war in the Middle East. 

But one does not get much closer to this day by refusing 
to face up to the plain realities of the conflict here in die 
Middle East. It is this inability of Israel and its major supporter, 
the United States, to come to grips with the peace fixtures of 
the Middle East conflict that is still the maip hurdle to true 
peace. This inability to deal with reality is illustrated more 
vividly than ever by the persistent reaction of Americans of 
all walks of life in their meetings with King Hussein. As much 
las King Hussein t alks about the path to peace and the posture 
of the Arabs, the American psyche reverts to more colourful 
images of Syrian intervention in Lebanon, This is dramatised 
by little people such as Senator Henry Jackson talking about 
die grander religious overtones of the Lebanese war and pos¬ 
sible Syrian intervention. 

What must be made clear to these people is that the 
Lebanese war is very much a symptom of the Zionist-created 
conflict in Palestine, and is in part a contemporary example of 
the havoc that can be created in the developing world by the 
converging interests of rampant capitalism and colonialism. 
The question that the American people and leaders should ask 
visiting Arab heads of state is not what a Syrian invasion of 
Lebanon would mean, but what the Zionist invasion of Pa¬ 
lestine has already meant. When the Zionist-Palestinian dilem¬ 
ma is resolved, many of the other conflicts in the Middle East, 
including the Lebanese war, will recede back into the foot¬ 
notes of history.__ __

Arab Boycott to remain 
firm against Zionism 


AMMAN. — Jordan’s representat¬ 
ive to the Arab Boycott Conferen¬ 
ce George Bisbarat returned here 
Monday after having attended the 
meetings held in Cairo between 
February 24 and March 3. 

Mr. Bisharat said that the con¬ 
ferees had reiterated the legitim¬ 
acy of the Arab Boycott and that 
it is a means of self defence which 
is in conformity with International 
Law and principles of Justice. 

The Arab Boycott system, he 


added, is not based upon a reli¬ 
gious or racist idea but that it 
only boycotts firms or industrial 
concerns that support Israel's eco¬ 
nomy or its war efforts. 

The Arab Boycott agencies be 
said will do their utmost to coun¬ 
ter the efforts of anti-Boycott mea¬ 
sures and will take the necessary 
steps to frustrate Zionist efforts 
to bring pressure on nations to 
enact laws prohibiting the Arab 
Boycott. 


AMMAN. — The second manpo¬ 
wer symposium chaired by His 
Royal Highness Crown Prince Ha- 
$san ended Tuesday its three day 
meetings which were held at A1 
Hussein Youth City. 

The symposium, organised to 
discuss the role of the Jordanian

The conferees also stressed the 
important role of the information 
media which should emphasise in 
all its programmes and publicati¬ 
ons the concept of what a mo¬ 
dem woman should be, her role 
at home, at work and in society. 

The various committees which 
have been entrusted to submit 
working papers during the symp¬ 
osium will meet Wednesday to 
formulate the recommendations of 
the symposium which will be di¬ 
scussed in a final meeting to be 
held Saturday and chaired by 
Crown Prince Hassan.

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Under the heading “Myth of the 
Atom Bomb,” AI Dustour Tuesday 
discussed a Time magazine report 
that Israel has 13 atom bombs — 
a secret “that was not revealed by 
the American weekly for the first 
tame.” Prior to the Israeli aggres¬ 
sion in 1967, Time itself and se¬ 
veral cither American and Euro¬ 
pean newspapers reported the 
possession by Israel of an atomic 
weapon. 

While warning against minimis¬ 
ing the importance of the Israeli 
armament (in fact, Israel is now 
becoming a huge arsenal of arms), 
Al Dustour points out that Israel 
has often made such dramatic 
news leaks as part of its psycholo¬ 
gical warfare, in order to bolster 
the myth that its army is uncon¬ 
querable... The latest Time report 
was another example of the Israeli 
psychological warfare. But the pa¬ 
per stresses that the myth of this 
destructive Israeli weapon, and 
consequently the myth of the in¬ 
vincibility of the Israeli army, has 
already been ‘punctured’ by the 
Arab power. “The Arab will of 
determination will see to it that all 
vestiges of the Israeli occupation 
and aggression are eliminated,” 
the paper asserts.

The aim of the festival is to 
promote the knowledge and app¬ 
reciation of Islamic culture, and 
to encourage a new and informed 
understanding of Islamic civilisa¬ 
tion'in both scholars and laymen. 
To this end, major exhibitions 
devoted to the arts and architec¬ 
ture of Islam, its crafts and cus¬ 
toms, science and technology will 
be held in London's chief muse 


inns and galler ies and in centres 
outside the capitaL There win be 
concerts of classical Islamic mus¬ 
ic, and a presentation of Islam’s 
poetry and literature is also plan¬ 
ned. To provide a background to 
these exhibitions and performan¬ 
ces, a supporting programme of 
documentary films and publica¬ 
tions has been organised. An edu¬ 
cation programme has been pre¬ 
pared, with the ahn of introducing 
the Islamic world to educational 
institutions whose curricula have 
not included it, while an academic 
programme,' aimed at specialists 
and involving scbolarsfrom Britain 
and abroad, is expected to make 
a major contribution to Tglamfo 
studies. 

The size of the festival and its 
wide range and div ersity reflect 
the vastness of the subject being 
presented. The world of Islam 
stretches from Morocco in the 
west of Indonesia in the east; it 
includes the Arab countries of the 
Middle East, Iran and Turkey, 
parts of South and South-East 
Asia, and much of Africa south 
of the Sahara. Its history extends 
over a period of fourteen hundred 
years, during which each area of 
the Islamic world has accumulat¬ 
ed a rich cultural heritage in arts, 
sciences and literature, only sli¬ 
ghtly known to the West 

The theme of the festival is the 
unity of Tslamic culture, in whi¬ 
ch the arts and sciences are not 
sharply separated from each other 
or from the basic religious view¬ 
point 

One of the most ambitious cul¬ 
tural programmes ever planned 
for Britain, the Festival involves 
most of the country’s major cul¬ 
tural institutions, including the 
Arts Council, the British Museum 
and the Victoria and Albert Mu¬ 
seum. For example, in London it¬ 
self there will be an “Arts of Is¬ 
lam” festival at the Hayward Gal¬ 
lery which is part of the arts ce¬ 
ntre on the South B ank. There 
will also be exhibitions of Pers¬ 
ian carpets, embroidery by the Ha- 
usa people of Northern Nigeria, 
music and musical instruments 



and Islamic metalwork. The sci¬ 
ence and technology of Islam will 
be featured at the Science Mu¬ 
seum. 


There will be exhibitions too in 
a number of other cities, among 
them Exeter, Manchester and Dur¬ 
ham and Edinburgh in Scotland. 

Starting in tomorrow's paper, 
and c ontinuing over tile coming 
three months the Jordan Times 
will begin publishing a series of 
illustrated articles on the various 
exhibits of the Festival in Lon¬ 
don.

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Calm returns to Peking after riots 


PEKING, Apr. 6 (R) — China’s 
Communist Party today moved 
quickly to still political unrest wh¬ 
ile Peking tensely recovered from 
Its most serious rioting in the 10 
years since the Cultural Revolu¬ 
tion. 

A few hours after the last of 
the thousands of demonstrators 
had been cleared from the great 
Tien An Men square, the party 
newspaper People's Daily publi¬ 
shed a front-page editorial decla¬ 
ring “class enemies” should be 
tracked down and dealt resolute 
blows. 

Underlining the message, large 
numbers of militia armed with 
wooden staves were placed in 
back streets around Tien An Men 
during the day, but were not in 
evidence on the square itself. 

The vase square, where cars 
were set ablaze yesterday in day¬ 
long riots, was quiet. Youths wa¬ 
ndered around, occasionally qu¬ 
estioning foreigners, but there 
were no serious incidents. 

Loudspeakers around Tien An 
Men today continually repeated 
yesterday’s appeal by Peking Ma¬ 
yor Wu Teh for crowds to dispe¬ 
rse, blaming “a small minority of 
ambitious evil men" for the rioti¬ 
ng- 

A wreath of flowers honouring 
Mr. Chou En-Lai, the symbol of 
yesterday’s demonstration of the 
crowd's anger, had again been 
placed on the monument to the 
heroes of the people. No attempt 
was made to remove it. 

It was the removal on Sunday 
night of the thousands of wreaths 
placed on the monument last week 
during the Ching Ming festival of 
the dead that was the direct cause 
of yesterday's incidents. 

Earlier in the day, the security 
guard at the Great Hall of the 


people and the historical museum, 
which the demonstrators sought 
to enter during yesterday’s distu¬ 
rbances, was discreet. But a mo¬ 
vement of the crowd in the dire¬ 
ction of the Great Hall of the Pe¬ 
ople immediately brought out a 
squad of about 300 soldiers, app¬ 
arently unarmed, who formed a 
double cordon sealing off access 
to the building. 

Several hundred people, com¬ 
pletely calm, gathered on the ter¬ 
races of the monument to the he¬ 
roes of the people. At the foot 
of the obelisk members of the 
security services in civilian clo¬ 
thes several times during the mo¬ 
rning prevented people from pas¬ 
ting up wall-posters.

Brazil approves 
PLO office for 
South America 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Apr. 6 (R) The 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) has received approval from 
the Brazilian government to open 
a representative office here for 
all of South America, the head of 
the Arab League office here, Ib¬ 
rahim Abdullah, told newsmen. 

The PLO office will be headed by 
Mr. Zawawi, 39, described by Mr.

— Six¬ 
teen Philippine army soldiers were 
killed and 14 others wounded in 
an ambush staged Saturday by 
heavily armed Moslem rebels on 
Mindanao Island, military authori¬ 
ties said today. 

The authorities said the entire 
30-mar. platoon would have been 
wiped out were it not for the spee¬ 
dy arrival of reinforcements. 

The M anil a newspaper Times 
Journal earlier reported that 16 
communist guerrillas were killed 
and 50 others captured in a series 
of clashes with government for¬ 
ces in Mindanao. 

Saturday’s ambush was the 
worst setback suffered by the ar¬ 
med forces in a single encounter 
with Mindanao rebels this year. 
Last year, a 43-man column of a 
constabulary (national police) bat¬ 
talion was wiped out by Moslem 
rebels on Jolo Island. 

The latest ambush in the town 
of Masiu, 672 krns southeast of 
Manila, was believed staged by 
members of the Moro National Li¬ 
beration Front (MNLF). which de¬ 
mands Moslem self-rule for the 
Mindanao-Sulu area.

— Income from Suez Canal char¬ 
ges will total 215 million Egyp¬ 
tian pounds (about $64.5 million) 
this year, Mashur Ahmed Mashur, 
Chairman of the Canal Organisa¬ 
tion announced today.

Concorde’s travails 
know no end 

WASHINGTON, Apr. 4 (AFP) — 
The Anglo-French Concorde ca¬ 
me under fresh attack here today 
from the Director of the United 
States Environmental Protection 
Agency, Russell Train, who said 
that the plane was already out of 
date and not conform to Americ¬ 
an regulations on either noise co¬ 
ntrol or energy conservation. 

Addressing a conference of the 
international institute of noise 
control engineers, Mr. Train said, 
“the last thing we need to add 
to the very difficult situation at 
such impacted airports as John 
Kennedy (New York), is the Co¬ 
ncorde — a brand new type of 
aircraft and yet already so out 
of date — which is even noisier 
and thirstier than the rest.” 

Mr. Train continued, “in short, 
the Concorde is an anachronistic 
piece of technology which is out 
of phase with the noise and ene¬ 
rgy policies of this country and. 

I suspect, much of the world be¬ 
yond our boundaries." 

He also suggested that the U.S. 
federal government should esta¬ 
blish noise control norms around 
airports, and if necessary, that ea¬ 
ch airport should determine its 
own rules.

Meanwhile, Turkish Foreign Mi¬ 
nister Ihsan Sabri Caglayangi! said 
in Ankara today that Cyprus Pre¬ 
sident Archbishop Makarios was 
trying to block a new U.S.-Tur- 
key defence pact and to prolong 
the Cyprus dispute. 

Police repelled the first wave of 
students, but the youths regroup¬ 
ed and repeated the attack. The 
second time, they broke through 
police lines and tore down- and 
burned the American flag. 


WASHINGTON, Apr. 6 (AFP) — 
Soviet military advisers are tra¬ 
ining Rhodesian nationalist guer¬ 
rillas at camps in Mozambique, 
according to U.S. intelligence so¬ 
urces. 

Eighteen advisers sent into Mo¬ 
zambique through Tanzania have 
been allocated to guerrilla camps 
housing 2,000 fighters, and the 
move is the first firm indication 
that the Soviet Union is ready 
to get involved in the black-white 
conflict in Rhodesia, the sources 
say. 

The reported Soviet involvem¬ 
ent comes little more than a week 
after U.S. Secretary of State He¬ 
nry Kissinger warned the Soviet 
Union and Cuba of grave repercu¬ 
ssions if they attempted to inte¬ 
rvene in the area. 

According to the intelligence 
reports, about 100 Cubans have 
also been identified in Mozambi¬ 
que. 

This is however a considerable 
smaller number than the appro¬ 
ximately 12,000 Cuban troops said 
by U.S. intelligence services to 
have been serving in Angola and 
who, it was earlier thought here, 
might be sent to Mozambique. 

According to U.S. military ex¬ 
perts. the Rhodesian nationalists 
are poorly trained, lack compe¬ 
tent leadership and are politically 
split. 

They are in scattered camps 
along the Mozambique-Rhodesia 
border from where they harass 
the Rhodesian, but U.S. experts 
say they will need intensive trai¬ 
ning before they pose any real 
threat to Prime Minister Ian Sm¬ 
ith's government.
